Steps for Telephone Registration 

1. Transfer and transient students who have never attended Shelton State Community 
College must submit an application for admission by April 23, 1997. 

Applications for Admission are available on the Skyland Campus, the Fredd Campus, and 
the new campus. 

2. Current and returning students need not submit an application for admission if they 
have been in attendance since 1989. Otherwise, they should update an application by 
April 23, 1997. 

3. Students should determine course(s) they need to take by consulting the curriculum 
in the catalog and the time preferred to take the course(s) by consulting the Summer 1997 
Shelton State Schedule. 

4. Once the course(s) and the times have been determined, students should call 759- 
2349 during the dates and times listed above and give the operator their Social Security 
Number and the course(s). If a course happens to be closed or canceled, the operator 
will provide alternative course selections if possible. 

5. If students wish to make schedule changes after calling in, they may do so within the 
times listed for telephone registration. After May 1, 1997, a student must report to 
Drop/Add, May 28 - June 3, 1997. 

6. Once students have registered by telephone, they may pay tuition on any business 
day between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. on or before May 1, 1997 in the Business Office on the 
Skyland Campus next to the Bookstore. On May 2, the cashier’s office in the 200’s hall¬ 
way of the Skyland Campus will be open. If the student wishes to pay by Visa or 
MasterCard, he/she may call 391-2335 between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m April 28 - May 1 and 
391-3925 between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. on May 2.
